TR‘HERE is no prospect of an in- 
creased sugar ration next year, 
despite the vastly increased beet 
acreages in all districts an Irish 
Times reporter, who toured beet- 
growing areas in Tipperary, Kildare 
and Offaly, writes. 
Following last year’s record 
yield, some farmers in Tipperary 
and Kildare optimistically doubled 
their beet acreages this season, and 
prospects of an increased sugar 
ration and of a resumption of the 
allocation for domestic jam-making 
seemed bright. The spring and 
summer drought, however, played 
havoc with the crop, which was 
dull and patchy, and in some cases 
failed to produce brairds. 

In Kildare and Tipperary whole 
fields failed. One man showed me 
a sixty-acre field: entirely cropped 
with beet. The whole crop was 
as dead as a blighted potato patch. 
In Kildare one of the most pro- 
minent growers fears that almost 
a third of that county’s crop has 
failed. 

The past fortnight, however, 
brought an astonishing improvement. 
Much of the crop, unfortunately, 
was beyond saving, but, in the 
words of a- Tipperary grower, 
“wherever it was not completely 
dead, it actually jumped up.” 

The failure, it is feared, will mean 
a big financial los to some 
growers. The necessity for re-seed- 
ing in many cases will mean a 
lower sugar yield.
